“The ‘have’ nations must’ re- 
nounce their claims to a monopoly 
of material power so that all shall 
enjoy ownership and none shall 
have privileges,” he sald. 

“When we consider how the de- 
velopment of transport has broken 
down the reasons for national 
sovereignity, ang how the ‘probable 
decline in the population of Wes- 
tern Europe will effect tremendous 
changes, we realise how ‘footling’ 
is the Independent action of a
